The spring term in several districts was delayed somewhat by a 
threatened epidemic of scarlet fever, but we are glad to say that, by the 
prompt and united action of school-board and parents, the sreading of 
this dread disease was prevented. . 

By unanimous vote it was decided by the board that an extra term 
of school be held, to commence as near the Ist day of September as 
would best serve the interests of the majority of pupils and parents. 

[t was also decided that'no member should ask any pay for services 
rendered on account of the extra term. The majority of the pupils are 
quite young, many with long distances to travel to reach the school 
house, most of the school-houses entirely unfit for use in winter, hence 
the need of a fall term and we are glad to say that with the exception 
of Dist. No. 18, we are well pleased with the results of a “fall term.” 

On May 15, 1894, Allen L. IXnights the oldest member of the board 
died. He was honest and upright, and during his entire life mueh. in- 
terested in educational matters. The vacancy was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Willie Hall, a young man who, in the opinion of the surviving 
members, is well qualified for the position. 

There has been but one term in Dist.No. 12.) The pupils were con- 
veyed to No.5, for six weeks at a cost of $9.00. The pupils of No. 11, 
through the kindness of parents in that district, and courtesy of ‘the 
town of Clarksville, attended the winter term in that town, 

On account of illness of the teacher employed, and afterward. diffi- 
culty in obtaining a boarding place, the commencement of the fall term 
in Dist. No. 7 was delayed until the parents desired that there be no 
school until the coming spring and a portion of the school money is 
reserved for that purpose. 

Buckwalter’s Comprehensive Speller has been introduced in all the 
schools, and judging from the words of commendation from teachers 
and pupils “it supplies a long felt want.” Weare glad to state that the 
Town District is now well supplied with books and no outlay in that di- 


rection will be needed the coming year, except for copy books. 

There is need of a suitable cup-board or box at each school house to 
contain the books between terms, as many receive great injury now 
from mice and other causes. 

The cost of repairs is slightly increased in the past. year chiefly on 
account of the breaking of windows, for the greater part of which in our 
Opinion neither parents or pupils. aie: ty blame, W ‘ehave found it ne- 
cessary to board up'theavindows of two schocl-houses to preserve even 
the sash from destruction by peop'e who must be willing to infliet in- 
jury on an entire community ima very thoughtless manner. 

The house in Dist. No.9 was struck by lightning while the*sum- 
mer school was in session, luckily no one was seriously hurt andthe 
house was but slightly injured. * arg 

The nuerber of pupils is slightly oh the increase and the cost for 
schooling each pupil slightly less than Jast year, being about $4.18 for 
each pupil aside from the salary of the school officers. 

There has been a total of 214 weeks school against a total 199 for last 
year, and although the wages in several districts have been. slightly in- 
creased, aS seemed just on account of the number of pupils attending. 
yet, by economy in other directions we have been able to decrease the 
average cost per pupil somewhat, and have an unexpended ballance be- 
longing to districts that Save not received the allottéd number of weeks 
of schoul. 

We are » confident that the most profitable length of term for our 
schools under present conditions is eight weeks, and weiearnestly advise 
that parents and the‘school board strive in perfect harmony to bring a- 
bout such conditions that the pupils may, have the benefit of three 
terms of eight wees each every ye¢ ar He. 

The board desires to acknowledge its oblig ation to parents for their 
support and hearty cooperation, and we desire to return thanks to par- 
ents and pupils for assistance received in the discharge of our ths
